POSTMASTER GENERAL. 


Since the investiture of Amos Kendall 
with the functions of Postmaster General, 
we have said nothing in relation to the pro- 
ptiety or impropriety of his appointment. 
We have ever believed him capable of man- 
aging this department of the government 
with honor to himself and usefulness to the 
country, but we have always entertained 
suspicions of his political honesty. No de- 
partment of the government possesses great- 
er means of usefulness to the country when 
correctly administered, or may be made an 
instrument of greater evil by corruption, 
than the Post-office. We have been wait- 
ing to try Mr. Kendall by his acts, and to 
form our opinion accordingly. The appoint- 
ment of Mr. Ford, as Postmaster at McMin- 
ville, who is at this time the Editor of the 
Centra) Gazette, is an act so flagrantly vio- 
lated of the correct and salutary rules es- 
tablished by the previous heads of that de- 
partment, that we are strongly inclined to 
suspect it was made upon party principles 
and to subserve party purposes.—It was a 
rule with Judge McLean, while Postmas- 
ter General, never to confer the appointment 
of Postmaster upon any individual connect- 
ed with a press, no matter how well quaii- 
fied he might be in other respects, to dis- 
charge the duties ofsuch an office.
